Following telegraphic informa- 
tion of the damage sent by — 
Wayte to the State Department of 
Institutions at Sacramento, Edward 
G. Twogood, acting director; left 
for Patton. Dr. Wayte reeom- 
ménded that 100 patients be trans- 
ferred to the Norwalk State Hospi- 
tal in Los Angeles county, but 
Acting Director Twogood said he is 
unable to tell whether the Norwalk 
institution is able to handle the 
extra patients, according to a dis- 
patch from Sacramento last night. 

A member of the State archi- 
tect's office, who is in Norwalk, 
has been ordered to Patton to inves- 
tigate the damage and to deter- 
mine whether the buildings will 
be condemned or repaired.
